Ensuring transparency, accountability, and adherence to 
sustainable practices is crucial fo avoid token gestures and ensure that investments 
genuinely contribute to nature conservation. 
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Equity Considerations: Mobilizing capital for nature conservation should also consider 
equity considerations to ensure that benefits are distributed equitably and vulnerable 
communities are not disproportionately burdened. Ensuring inclusive participation, 
addressing social and economic disparities, and considering local communities’ rights 
and needs are essential aspects to consider in nature conservation financing
